ular excitement. 


To understand the present temper of 


the Spanish people it must be borne in 
Uind that their press and government 
have encouraged them to believe that 
their navy, with a little vigor in prep- 
aration, could compete easily in the 
first brush with the American navy. 


Then, again, they had been led to 


suppose that their military organiza- 
tion in colonies like Cuba, Porto Rico 
and the Philippines could undertake 
to punish severely any aggression on 
land from the very small regular force 
and poorly organized militia of Amer- 
ica. 


At home they are persuaded that 


their .coasts and forts have nothing to 
fear, as the reserves can be called out 
and the coast guarded without diffi- 
culty. 
They put much confidence in

These optimistic views are not shared

them, jostled them, and at one time 
threatened to push them bodily into 
the bay.

proved that this woman had set lire to 
the building. Several times 
since 


that the building has been seb on 
fire and every time it was found to be 
the work of this woman. At one time 
a fire was discovered in the laundry. 
It was found that a largo amount of 
clothing belonging to the inmates 
and attaches of the institution had 
been piled up and saturated with coal 
oil and set lire to. This was repeated 
on several occasions. At 
another 


time she was detected in an attempt 
to poison several of the inmates. 
•A constant watch had to be kept on 
her, and then life and property were 
unsafe, as she would frequently out- 
wit her watchers. Although deaf and 
dumb 
she possesses 
an 
unusual 


amount of strategy sense. It was 
thought best to send her to the 
aslyum for safe keeping. 
She is now 


about thirty-four years old.
